WITH THE U. S. SEVENTH ARMY AT SAN ROSSO 
HILL, July 30.—(Delayed)—(INC.)—This battle-torn moun- 
tain, studded with foxholes, has been renamed “Bloody 
Ridge” and “Lucky. Ridge” by the Americans who captured 


it, and both for obvious reasons. 


It was a bloody defeat for the 
Nazi 29th Motorized Division. 
Scores of German bodies lay in 
times-.in groups of 20 and 30. 

Inspection of the battleground 
today showed that most of the 
Nazis had been killed by a deadly 
concentration of artillery fire in 
which more than 1,000 rounds had 
been fired within a few hours. 
These troops had apparently been 
enroute in an attempt to recap- 
ture the seaward end of the hill 
when trapped by our barrage. 

Breaks Defense. 

It was lucky for us, both be- 

cause our losses were relatively 


small and because the capture of | 
the hill appeared to have broken | 


the back of Nazi defenses in this 
area. 

Today our troops were advanc- 
ing inland up from the seaward 
edge of the hill, and another col- 
umn, which circled far into the 
mountains, simultaneously enter- 
ed the town of Motta D’Afermo 
without important resistance. Mot- 
a is 3,000 feet above the sea and 
affords observation of all the hills 
to the west of *San Stefano, en- 
abling our artillery to command 
the coastal road.

“Comb Ranks’—McNutt. 


To put off the actual calling of 
fathers as far beyond October 1 
as possible, War Man Power Com- 
missioner Paul V. McNutt said 
local boards were told again to 
“comb the ranks of (the 2,976,000) 
men who previously have been ex- 
amined and deferred in 4-F as 
unfit for military service and to 
sift out registrants who now may 
be qualified ‘for duty.” 

They were also told to “give 
careful scrutiny to other deferred 
classification” but McNutt ac- 
knowledged that state draft direct- 
ors have been reminded of indus- 
try’s need to retain essential child- 
less men so that boards would not 
draft them indiscriminately to put 
off taking fathers. 

“The emphasis should be on oc- 
cupational deferment,” McNutt 
said, adding that the United States 
‘is “the only nation engaged in this 
war that ever required depend- 
ency deferment and is the most 
generous one in allotments and al- 
lowances for dependents.” 

Taft Suggestion. 

Asked about a suggestion by 
Senator Taft, Republican, Ohio, 
that men under 30 be taken be- 
fore older men without regard to 
fathership status, McNutt said that 
question was one for the armed 
forces since they determine what 
age groups make the best fighting 
men and selective service follows 
their directions. , 

Explaining the lifting of the ad 
ministrative ban which has 
barred the drafting of fathers out- 
side of non-deferable work, Mc- 
Nutt said: 

“It is now evident that the sup- 
ply of qualified registrants in 
classifications other than class 
3-A who are not eligible for occu- 
pational deferments, together with 
the prospective number of class 
1-A men to be obtained from reg- 
istrants becoming 18 years old 
each month will not be sufficient 
to meet the monthly requirements 
of the armed forces after Oc- 
tober 1. 

October Induction. 

“Fathers will be iducted after 
October 1 only to the extent neces- 
sary to supplement the supply of 
single men, men with colateral 
dependents only, and married men 
without children who become 
available each month and are not 
eligible for occupational defer- 
ment. Those fathers who are key 
men in agriculture or essential 
industry or whose induction would 
cause severe hardship for their 
families will be deferred.” 

McNutt disclosed that the Au- 
gust and September quotas call 
for induction of 275,000 men each 
month, with the Army getting 
175,000 and the Navy, Marines and 
Coast Guard 100,000 each month. 
The July quota was 325,000.

)}—the nickname given it by the 


boys who fought there—was com- 
parable to the seizing of formid- 
able Hill 609 in Tunisia whose fall 
paved the way to the capture of 
Mateur in the closing days of the 
campaign. 

Here is the story of “Bloody 
Ridge” told me by the boys who 
captured it. I met them while 
climbing up its frowning skirts 
on the rocky, tortuous trail which 
would break the heart of a moun- 
tain goat and which is strewn with 
the shoes thrown by pack mules: 

Slipping and sliding through 
loose gravel and holding on ‘to 
clumps of long grass and tough 
bushes, Private Jerry Wolfe, of 
New York city, worked his way 
down the slope for a drink. He 
was dripping sweat like a faucet. 

“It was tough taking, but we 
‘took it and we will kick hell out 


from us,” he said. 

The battalion was commanded 
by Lieutenant Colonel Preston 
Murphy, of Fort Collins, Col., and 
Captain John W. Jonson, of Aus- 
tin, Texas, who led the company 
which advanced up “Bloody 
Ridge” at another point.

If Registered—Vote! 
Something less than 425,000 voters will to- 
day decide the fate of the 28 constitutional 
amendments the people of Georgia are asked, 
by their legislature and their Governor, to 
ratify. 

It is especially important that everyone 
of those qualified to vote in this special elec- 
tion do so. The important amendments, those 
with statewide application, place into the 
constitution of the state the necessary require- 
ments for carrying out the pledges of free 
and reformed state government made by Gov- 
ernor Arnall during his campaign and on 
which he was overwhelmingly elected to the 
governorship. 

By heavy majorities the various amend- 
ments should be ratified, thus upholding the 
hands of the Governor as he seeks to fulfill 
the task for which he was sent to the high- 
est executive position in the state government. 

In addition to 16 amendments of state- 
wide application, local voters are particularly 
interested in three which affect Fulton county 
and one affecting DeKalb county. Perhaps 
the most important of these is the one which 
places requisite authority in the hands of the 
board charged with the planning and creation 
of a great, metropolitan hospital center for 
Greater Atlanta. This has been long desired 
and is an important step toward realization of 
the proposed center which, when complete, 
will make Atlanta the greatest medical and 
surgical center south of Baltimore. 

DeKalb county voters are asked to ap- 
prove a special one-mill extra tax for school 
purposes, needed to bolster dwindling school 
revenue. There is provided an additional 
referendum on this measure, in which DeKalb 
voters only will vote, before it can be put in 
force. 

Details of the various statewide amend- 

nents have been explained here during the 
past 30 days. As a whole the voters of the 
state appear to be favorable to all the amend- 
ments offered. Some opposition has risen to 
some. This has chiefly centered on the pro- 
posal to extend the franchise to young peo- 
ple between the ages of 18 and 21. It has been 
noticeable, however, that most of this opposi- 
tion has come from older people. Among the 
young electorate there is practically no oppo- 
sition at all. 

With only 425,000, or less, voters qualified 
for such an important election as this, it ap- 
pears self-evident that some new blood is 
needed at the ballot boxes of the state. 

However, regardless of the outcome, it is 
most important that as large a turnout of 
voters as possible be recorded today. For it 
is more important that the decisions of a 
democracy be those of all the people, than the 
actual decisions thémselves.

German Health Declines 

Despite the strict secrecy maintained and 
the censorship exefcised by the Nazis as to 
conditions n Germany the underground service 
is ablé to obtain accurate information. Through 
it London has received détailed evidence of 
greatly lowered health standard in the Reich 
and of inadequacy of the civilian medical 
services to cope with a mounting disease toll 
throughout the country. 

Records have been received of health condl- 
tions in all major German cities which confirm 
recent reports from Switzerland that sickness 
casualties are becoming an important factor in 
weakening German production. These records 
disclose in 1942 there were alarming increases 
in infant mortality, in the suicide rate and 
in the number of deaths from tuberculosis, 
diptheria, scarlet fever, heart ailments, kidney 
trouble and nutritional deficiency. They also 
reveal a sharp decline in the birth rate. 

“Germany is using known cases of tuber- 
culosis and other serious ailments in factories 
and offices to fill man-power deficiencies,” a 
medical authority stated, and figures show the 
average civilian doctor in Germany is serving 
5,000 people. 

The home front of a nation at war is as 
important as its battlelines; if it breaks the 
result is the same as if the Army were forced 
to surrender. That is what happened in World 
War I; after four years of war, the home front 
of Germany cracked and the conflict came to 
an end. 

On September 3 Germany will have been at 
war with the Allied Nations four years; actual- 
ly the German people have been living under 
war conditions since 1936 when German troops 
marched into the demilitarized Rhineland area, 
for Hitler had already started to build his war 
machine. Step by step the German people have 
lost their freedom. Today they gre virtually 
slaves under the lash of Himmler’s Gestapo, 
suffering and dying for Der Fuehrer. There 
is a limit to human endurance, and despite their 
claim to superiority the world knows the Ger- 
mans are not a super race.

Where It Hurts 


It is, logically, the purpose of the Allied 
air forces to place their bombs where the Axis 
war effort will be most severely hurt. This 
has been the object of the RAF since the 
earliest bombings of Germany and the oc- 
cupied countries. It has been the aim, in so far 
as possible, to confine bombings to military 
targets. 

It is to be doubted, however, if any more 
effective blow at Axis military power in Europe 
has ever been*’struck than the bombing, on 
Sunday, of the great Rumanian oil fields. Thes@ 
fields are the source of by far the greater 
part of the German supply of oil and gasoline. 
If all reports of the raid are correct, the fields 
have been put out of operation for a long 
time to come. 

Such an attack cannot fail to virtually ham- 
string the German war machine. Not only in 
the air, but for ground operations modern 
armies must have fuel oil and lubricating oils. 
Without them the machine simply stops. 

The effect of the Sunday bomping of the 
Rumanian source of oil supply will be felt in 
the months to come. Other bombings must 
have drastically lessened Axis means of oll 
storage while the attrition worked upon Ger- 
man forces in the disast. ous, to. them, cam- 
paigns of Stalingrad, Tunisia, Sicily, Orel, 
etc., has cut into their oil supply as well as 
their strength in mechanisms and in men.

This wondering is consistent 
with the first lady’s speculation 
of a few days earlier as to wheth- 
er the American people were real- 
ly ready for popular self-govern- 
ment, or, as she calls it, democ- 
racy. If we are not ready for it, 
then of course, it is quite all right 
to suppress anonymous expres- 
sions of opinion, although some of 
the most effective voices against 
tyranny in the historic develop- 
ment of our freedoms have been 
those of writers who adopted pen 
names because they knew they 
would be killed and their protests 
stifled if their identity was known. 

Indeed, some of labor’s fighters 
against oppression in days gone 
by went underground for this 
same reason and today by contrast, 
some of our industrial managers 
feel that it is perilous to voice 
opinions against the domestic ad- 
ministration and policies and some 
of the personalities of Mrs. Roose- 
velt’s government. As Frank Knox 
once pointed out, they are aware 
of the threat of “investigation” by 
New Deal committees of congress, 
castigation by Harold Ickes or 
harassment by the belligerent 
bailiffs of the Internal Revenue 
and, as he might have added, leary 
of reprisals by any of a number 
of federal agencies having to do 
with labor questions.

SHEEP PROFITABLE, 


Editor, Constitution: Your time- 
ly editorial July 24, “Sheep Rais- 
ing in the Southeast,” has been 
read with much interest. 

It sounds a note that can well 
be heard, and rings with solid 
truth. It is true there are prob- 
lems in sheep raising, .but not 
more than any other agricultural 
pursuit, and less than many. 

We hear .talks about labor on 
the farm, but the actual hours of 
labor with sheep is small com- 
pared to some of the crops we cre 
used to. Part of the trouble that 
is holding back the industry ts a 
mental state, such as the prob- 
lem so often mentioned, “the 
sheep-killing dog.” So is the 
hawk to the chicken raised and thie 
boll weevil to the cotton farmer. 
The farmer and the businessmen 
all have their problems, but they 
face them when they want to. 

It is true that sheep need 
fences, and so do hogs. All live- 
stock farmers need fences, and 
when we have more fences and 
pastures we will be on a sounder, 
economic farm basis. Taking tle 
“farm flock” as one of the units 
of our farm operations, with early 
lambs as the main cash return, 
and considering the investment 
and labor, I know of no branch 
of livestock that pays a better 
dividend. 

What prettier sight than a flock 
of sheep, turning into money graz- 
ing crops, while we look on with 
a small amount of labor? Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee have made 
a reputation for early lambs. Vhy 
not Georgia and other southeast- 
ern states? The writer speaks 
from experience and knows there 
is money in the farm flock.

Savannah Man Wins Fly- 
ing Cross for ‘Skill

Three Georgians have been 
awarded decorations for outstand- 
ing achievements in flights in the 
Northwest African and European 
theaters of the war—one of them, 
Captain Cooper M. Schley, of Sa- 
vannah, winning the distinguished 
Flying Cross, the War Department 
announced yesterday. 


Others winning decorations were 
Captain John H. Paulk, of Willa- 
coochee, and First Lieutenant Gar- 
ret J. Jones, of Dublin, receiving 
the seventh bronze Oak Leaf Clus- 
ter to the Air Medal. 


In the announcement of the 
award to Captain Schley, the War 
Department said: “For extraordi- 
nary achievement while partici- 
pating in aerial flight in the Eu- 
ropean and North African the- 
aters of operations, throughout a 
long period of service. 


“Captain Schley has dispalyed 
outstanding qualities of courageous 
leadership as pilot of a B-17 type 
aircraft. May 25, 1943, Captain 
Schley led 26 planese of his group 
to bomb ferry slips at Messina, 
Sicily. Ninety minutes from the 
target, his formation yas inter- 
cepted by 30 Messerschmitt 109’s. 


“Despite repeated attacks and

The) 
two fugitives fled, exchanging 
shots with Hollingsworth. 

Next day the warden received 
2 package mailed from Lookout 
Mountain containing the pistols 
taken from the guards.

Headquar- 
ters said one Allied plane was lost 
in all operations Sunday that in- 
cluded many forays over Sicily. 
It was not disclosed whether the

The manifesto spoke of the dif- 
ficulties of erecting barricades of 
revolution in an age when the 
masses of people are helpless be- 
fore machineguns, cannon and 
planes. 

It declared, however, that “even 
those in the horror of burned-out 
cities do not consider you invad- 
ers, but companions in humane 
work.” 

Declaring that an effort was be- 
ing made to break the solidarity of 
the Italian people, the manifesto 
continued: “Do not think because 
of this collaboration that the Ital- 
ian people are lacking. 

“We Await.” 

“We await with all our forces. 
For Italians there is no more free- 
dom than Norway, the Nether- 
lands and France. Thousands of 
our brothers languish in prisons. 
In Rome alone there are 3,000— 
most of them intellectuals.” 

News from Italy diminished to- 
night as the government of Mar- 
shal Pietro Badoglio tightened its 
control and German _ troops 
strengthened their hold over stra- 
tegic positions.

When your eyes don’t ac- 
just quickly from light to dark— 
as in the movie test or in going 
from a bright room to a lark room 
—that is an indication you are 
not getting sufficient vitamin A in 
your three meals a day. The 
green leafy and yellow vegetables 
and fruits are rich in this vita- 
min. The other sources are liver, 
eggs, yellow cheese and dairy 
products. You may like to know 
that vitamin A can be stored in 
the body so it pays you to eat an 
abundance of green leafy vege- 
tables while they are in season. 
You can’t get too much vitamin A. 
Extra amounts give you bounce. 


There is another vitamin you 
can store up. That is D and, as 
you know, it is the sunshine vita- 
min. It is one reason it pays to 
stay outddors and get your sum- 
mer tan. This may sound far- 
fetched, but it helps you to keep

April 12, 1862, was a fateful 
day in the events concerning the 
War Between the States. But it 
was even more fateful in the lives 
of Wilbur Kurtz and the former 
though 
neither was then born, for had 
not a certain incident occurred 
on that day itis probable that they 
would never have met. It is also 
probable that Mr. Kurtz would 
never have migrated here from 
Illinois to become “the best 
southern in the south” and to lend 
Atlanta the distinction of being 
the home of a celebrated artist. 

It so happened that on the 
date mentioned, the late Captain 
William A. Fuller, Mrs. Kurtz's 
father, was in charge of the train 
pulled by the famous engine, 
“The General,” headed toward 
Chattanooga and composed of 
both passenger and freight cars. 
At Marietta, the train was board- 
ed by James Andrews, the Union 
spy; and 20-odd men under him, 
who, to all intents and purposes, 
were regular passengers. Each 
had purchased a ticket to a dif- 
ferent station, and once aboard 
had disbursed themselves over 
the entire train. 

There were no diners in those 
days, and by prearrangement the 
train stopped at Big Shanty (now 
Kennesaw station) where the pas- 
sengers were to have breakfast at 
the Lacey House. While Captain 
Fuller, the. engineer and passen- 
gers were having their meal, the 
former heard sounds of steam and 
running out to investigate, found 
the train swarming with Union 
men, Captain Fuller and two 
other Atlantans, Anthony Mur- 
phy and Jeff Cain, rushed down 
the tracks and commandeered a 
pole car in an effort to overtake 
“The General” and its attached 
freight cars. 

After poling their way some 
distance, the men reached an en- 
gine, “The Texas,” which was 
headed southward, Although they 
were headed north, they took over 
the engine anyway and ran it 
backwards. They pursued An- 
drews so hotly that he was forced 
to abandon his plan of burning 
all covered bridges along the 
way, for it had been raining and 
the bridges were too wet to catch 
fire easily, but he did manage 
to cut telegraph wires and tear 
up tracks. 

Captain Fuller overtook An- 
drews and his men near Ringgold, 
Ga. Andrews and seven others 
were tried as spies and hanged, 
others escaping from the prison 
and still others being used as ex- 
change prisoners. Incidentally, 
“The Texas” has been preserved 
and is now permanently placed 
at Grant park. Congress created 
a special medal for the exploits 
—the Congressional Medal of 
Honor, and the Georgia legisla- 
ture honored the pursuers and 
passed a resolution to present a 
gold medal to Captain Fuller. 
The Confederacy had run out of 
gold, however, so he never re- 
ceived it. 

During the early 1900’s, Mr. 
Kurtz, in order to earn some extra 
money, was serving as a clerk in 
the post office at Greencastle. Ind., 
where he had moved with his 
family .from Oakland, Il, in the 
heart of the Lincoln country. One 
day a man came in to collect his 
mail, which contained an Atlanta 
newspaper. He glanced over it 
hastily, tossing it on a table as 
he went out. Mr. Kurtz, out of 
curiosity, looked over the paper 
and read an account of the An- 
drews’ Raid, which divulged the 
information that Captain Fuller 
was still alive and living in At-

Mrs, Kurtz says that as far as. 
she was concerned it was love at) 
first sight. But he attracted all! 
four sisters so much that after his 
departure they had innumerable) 
discussions as to which one would | 
be the recipient of his “bread and 
butter” note, for he had divided 
his attention among them equally. 
When his letter arrived it was ad- 
dressed to “Miss Annie Laurie,” 
from then on they kept up a live- 
ly correspondence though they 
had seen each other only once. He 
returned to Atlanta a few years 
later—in 1911 and claimed Mrs. 
Kurtz as his bride. He had been 
living in Chicago, where he had 
attended the Chicago Art Insti- 
tute and where he had many 
friends. But he fell so much in 
love with Atlanta, a re- 
mained, that during the ensuing 32 
years he has never once been back 
to Chicago! 

Mrs. Kurtz’s interest in the 
south and its history, particularly 
the era of the War Between the 
States, has led him to become an 
outstanding authority. So much 
so, in fact, that he was chosen 
as technical director for the mo- 
tion picture version of “Gone With 
the Wind.” Mrs. Kurtz, you will | 
recall, went to Hollywood with 
him as one of his assitants. Mrs. 
Kurtz’s father was born in Clay- 
ton county, in the neighborhood 
where Tara might have been, and 
she spent many summers visiting 
the Fuller homestead there.

Dr. Lloyd Works On He is a sentimental sort of person 
who feels a tug at his heart on seeing a bird with a broken wing. 
This is best expressed in a poem, “The Broken Pinion,” sent to 
this department by Dr. Clabus Lloyd, of Gainesville, one of, the 
vnmissioners of the game and fish department. 
“? walked through the woodland meadows, 
Where sweet the thrushes sing; 
And I! found on a bed of mosses 
A bird with a broken wing. _ 
I healed its wound, and each morning 
It sang its old sweet strain. 
But the word with the broken pinion 
Never soared as high again.” 
Dr. Lloyd has been mailing this poem to friends for years, wit 
a notation—“dim your lights on highways; save wildlife.” 
His purpose in writing yesterday was to urge voters to 
go to the polls today and ratify the amendment placing state 
wildlife in the hands of a non-political game commission. 
Dr. Lloyd has been an untiring worker in this cause. 

And he has not done it by word of mouth,alone. He has 

spent his own money—a lot of it—carrying on a crusade by 

mail and by personal visits. 

In 1938 Dr. Lloyd mailed a chart statewide. It put the depart- 
ments of forestry, mining and parks in separate brackets from the 
wildlife division. There was a figure of a saw cutting them apart. 
It was pointed out the wildlife department is supported by indi- 
vidual license tax of the hunters and fishers. And the question 
was asked, regarding the other departments, why should they 
control us? 

The wildlife department operates separately now. 


. B A critic was reading the seventh 
Step the Right Way amendment which is up to a vote in 
the general election today. 


This amendment, in case you. are 
onfamiliar with the amendments as to number, provides for a/non- 
political game and fish commission. 


“Tt doesnt? mean a thing,” the critic carped. “Tt still is to 
be directed by the state legislature. Now, jook at the amend- 
ment setting up a board of regents. The board has full power 
to act.” 

There is. of course, only one answer. 

A child has to crawl before it can walk. The amendment 
giving the board of regents unrestricted authority has come 
only after a long period. A tragedy has been narrowly 
averted. ; 
The seventh amendment is a long step in the right direction. 
The critic continued, “But suppose a state legislature decided 
delegate the game and fish commission as custodian of the 
s oy reminded him that the legislators were elected by a 
vote of the people. Not only that, the game and fish com- 
missior. members are representative sportsmen from all over 
the state and would not be tools of any state legislature. I 
am fairly certain that no state legislature would try to 
hamper anything that was being done for the good of Georgia. 
The wording of amendment seven could have provided more 

power for the commission, but it doesn’t interfere with the present 

system of appointments which, anyone will agree, is fair enough. 

: Amendment seven is important to th future of Georgia 
wildlife affairs. The present group of commissioners prove 
its value. The 11 commissioners, together with Director 
Charles N. Elliott, have put Pittman-Robertson money to 
work. they have met on the coast with judges, sheriffs, 
solicitors and commercial fishermen. They are being given 
full co-operation of all groups. There is steady headway 
being made in the direction of long-range conservation and 

ro ation in the woods and waters.

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Amendment 7 
Creates Free 


Wildlife Body 


When voters go to the polls to- 
day to ratify the 28 constitutional 
amendments submitted, they will 
find one of them is of statewide 
interest to hunters and fishermen. 
This is Amendment No. 7, creat- 
ing a state game and fish com- 
mission, 

Readers of The Constitution 
know that this independent, non- 
political set-up is just what The 
Constitution’s Wildlife section has 
been campaigning for for more 
than two years. It is hoped they 
will cast their votes in the affirma- 
tive and okay the start toward 
wildlife restoration already under 
way under the direction of State 
Wildlife Director Charlie Elliott. 

Of Amendment No. 7 the book- 
let prepared by the Georgia Com- 
mitte for Good Government has 
this to say: 

“Direction of the agency admin- 
istering the laws dealing with 
wildlife is vested in a body of 11 
members, one from each congres- 
sional district and one from the 
coastal fisheries area. 

“Regarded as an important step 
toward freeing this department 
from political control and giving 
full representation to the farm- 
ers and sportsmen and commercial 
sea-fisheries groups most directly 
affected, this measure was intro- 
duced pursuant to a frequently 
discussed promise of the present 
administration and was adopted 
by the general assembly without 
a disesnting vote.”
